Hermann Boerhave, son of a protestant clergyman, was one 
of the founders of modern medical science and was a world- 
famous man in his own day. 

The painting probably remained in Boerhave’s country home, 
the castle of Oud-Poelgeest near Leyden. It came into the 
possession of his granddaughter Hermina Jacoba de Thoms, 
who married Cornelis Pieter Baron van Leyden in 1764. One 
of their daughters married Alexander Baron van Rhemen in 
1805. His two daughters both married the same man, 
Willem Anne Baron Schimmelpenninck van der Oye, one in 
1825 and the other in 1844. He was the founder of a junior 
branch of his family and this line becoming extinct, the 
portrait reverted to the senior branch in 1930.
